B. THE CREATOR OF WORKS OF ART 


--Artists are not distinquished from all other Homo sapiens because 
of the quantity or quality of the sensory stimuli to which they 
are capable of/to which they do respond. - 


--Artists are not distinguished from all other Homo sapiens because 
of their qualitative or quantitative psychical characteristics/ 
potentialities. 


--Those persons who create works of art are inseparable from par- 
ticular landscapes. 


--Works of art are not created by persons who are physically or 
psychically non-situated. 


--Who were the first creators of works of art? 


--Why are some persons interested in creating works of art? How 
were the first artists regarded by their contemporaries? What 
can be said of the social orders in which the first works of art 
were created? 


--Art was not possible/was not inevitable until the close of the 
last Ice Age. 


Considered from the point of view of interest in and capability 
of creating autonomous-aesthetic phenomena, Homo sapiens can be 
divided into five primary groups: 


=-I: Those Homo sapiens who are not conscious of the self 


--II: Those Homo sapiens who are minimally conscious of the self 


--III: Those Homo sapiens who regard the world exclusively from 
a first-person perspective who are not only aware of and acknowledge 
the existence of works of art but also are interested in bringing 
into existence works of art (Part I) 


=-Those Homo sapiens who regard the world exclusively from a first- 
person perspective who are not only aware of and acknowledge the 
existence of works of art but also are interested in bringing into 
existence works of art (Part II) 


--IV: Those persons who are capable of regarding the world and all phe- 
nomena exclusively from the third-person perspective of a spatially 
and temporally situated Homo sapiens and who are interested in 
regarding the world and all phenomena only from that perspective 
(Part I)
